Regular Csrrepondence to the Guardian 
Phoenix Jan 30th 
On tho second days session tho 
first bill was 
introduced 
It was 
an act to repeal tho poll tax law 
by Mr Andrews of Yavapai 
This 
law will probably bo ropealcd with 
out any sorious opposition in cith 
or council or assembly 
It cortain- - 
ly should bo repealed as its opera 
tion has boon found to 
bo bad 
in 
ovory part of th 
Territory 
A 
law should 
bo 
passed 
howovor 
compelling tho payment of tin tax 
at tho samo 
timo and 
same way 
that other taxes aro paid 
In the afternoon 
both branches 
of tho legislature met

was 
ontiroly 
clay and a small flow of water was 
secured at

ago Maine paid a 
bounty of 
3 each on bears and when 
it was proposed to repeal the law it was 
argued that without the bounty as an 
incentive to hunters to kill off the bears 
no sheep coulll be raised In many parts 
of the state 
The bounty was repealed 
and experience has shovm that more 
bears hare been shot since that time 
than eTcr before while no more sheep 
have been killed by bears than when 
the bounty was in force 
Sportsmen from the large cities are 
becoming tired of shooting deer which 
is rather a tame sport anyway and as 
only one man in ten can got a moose 
many are turning their attention to 
bears as being not only nobler but also 
mora valuable game than deer
